The immediate question of the Wednes- 


day meeting will be the finding of ways 
and means whereby censorship can be 
kept within the ranks of the theater. 
Definite plans and proposals will be 
drawn up and will be submitted to Mayor 
Walker upon his return from Cupa. 
Method of combating the censorship bill 
now pending in the Legislature at Al- 
bany will be discussed. 

The new Albany measure, introduced 
by Senator Abraham Greenberg of Man- 
hattan, would extend the powers of the 
State censorship division so a&Sto include 
theatrical productions as well as films. 
Under the terms of the bill, the scripts of 
all plays, musical comedies, etc., would 
have to be submitted for approval be- 
fore they could be produced. 

The advisability of carrying on with 
the idea of the Citizens’ Play Jury, 
strengthened,and revised, will be gone in- 
to and several new plans will be in- 
vestigated. Among these is the estab- 
lishment of a censorship committee com- 
posed of representatives of the producers, 
Equity and the Dramatists’ Guild, the 
committee to pass on all plays before 
production.

Numerous Amusement Bills 
Before California Legislature 


Measures Favorable and Detrimental to Show Business Are Being 
Watched by Arthur P. Craner. Prominent Coast Showman. 
Who Is Assistant Secretary of Senate 


SACRAMENTO, Calif.. Jan. 29.—The 
California State Legislature of 1927 has 
taken the customary constitutional 30- 
day recess, being due to reconvene here 
February 22. and its wake have been left 
some 2.900 bills. many of which have 
some bearing both direct and indirect 
on the amusement industry 

Arthur P. Craner. prominent Coast 
amusement man. is one of the few veteran 
attaches of the Legislature He is again 
assistant secretary of the senate, and 
has a close touch with State affairs. He 
is keeping his eye on things that may 
affect the amusement man. 

Among the detetimental measures In- 
troduced so far are several anti-¢ imbling 
yills aimed to prevent churches and other 
oreanizations from raising money by the 
use of mechanical devices: a bill to 
reculate State and district fairs, a bill 
to make vending machines and mechani- 
eal devices contrary to law and their use 
a Yelony a bill to forbid the 26-dice 
came, a bill to prevent theaters from se}- 
ling tickets when all seats are filled and 


a bill to put a State license on carnivals. 

Among the bills that may be benefictal 
to the amusement interests are those 
calling for increased funds for conducting 
the State and district fairs, and one en- 
couraging State-wide events. 


Season Tickets to Theaters 
For California Lawmakers 


SACRAMENTO, Calif., Jan. 29.—All 
the members of the 47th session of the 
California State Legislature, and many 
of the attaNhes and State officers, have 
been presented with season passes good 
at all times to all the Sacramento thea- 
ters.

The 
Allied Amusement Industries of San 
Francisco, represented by Thomas D. Van 
Osten, handled the distribution of the 
tickets. 


May Tax Quebec Theaters 
To Pay Censorship Costs 


QUEBEC. Can. Jan. 29.—There 
may be a tip for Broadway producers 
in the announcement that a special 
tax may be imposed upon Quebec 
theaters beginning next May to pay 
the local board of censors for their 
time and trouble in keeping the play- 
houses free from objectionable enter- 
tainment. The proposed measure was 
brought up at a meeting of the fi- 
nance committee this week and each 
of the censors was voted a sum of 
$150. 


Sunday Shows 
Gain Ground 


Austin, Tex., May Amend Law 
—Pawtucket Vote Favorable 
—Other Cities Active 


The anti-blue-law advocates are gain- 
ing ground in the nation-wide contro- 
versy over Sunday movie shows, latest 
reports indicate. Public sentiment for 
the most part seems to be in favor of the 
seven-day entertainment. 


In Austin, Tex., a bill has been intro- 
duced for the purpose of amending the 
present law to legalize both movies and 
other theatrical performances ¢after 2 
p.m. on Sunday. 


The citizens of Pawtucket, the only 
city in Rhode Island which is not per- 
mitted to give Sunday shows, have taken 
a vote on the question and the result is 
about two to one in favor. 


Evanston, Ill., is going to ask for an- 
other referendum on Sunday gmuse- 
ments. The battle will be waged at the 
election April 5. 


The city ordinance which prohibits the 
operation of theaters on Sunday in 
Springfield. Mo., has been held uncon- 
stitutional in an appeal taken from a 
decision of the Criminal Court and ef- 
forts will be made to have the appeal 
argued at the April term of the Supreme 
Court Meanwhile ~ the theaters are 
operating on Sundays and no attempt 
has been made to interfere with them. 


Harvey’s Indoor Circus — 
Closes in St. Joseph 


sT. JOSEPH, Mo. Jan. 29.—R. M. 
Harvey’s London Hippodrome - Circus 
closed here tonight after completing the 
third week of a contemplated 12-week 
season. Kansas City was to have been 
the next stand. 

The elaborate production, which was 
acclaimed the finest indoor circus ever 
produced, is said to have been handi- 
capped by insufficient working capital and 
by bad breaks in the first three engage- 
ments. The wrong kind of publicity, 
coupled with poor support from auspices 
under which the show played, also are 
blamed.

Film Trust Case 


Issue Narrows Down to Matter of Block Booking—Counsel for Mo- 
tion Picture Corporation Denies All Charges—Federal Trade 
Commission Reserves Decision 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Final arguments in the case brought by the Federal 
Trade Commission against the Famous Players-Lasky Corporation, which was spe- 
cifically charged with conspiring to form a combination “unduly to hinder competi- 
ti¢n and to control, dominate, monopolize or attempt to monopolize the motion picture 


industry”, were heard this week. 

Final arguments of counsel for both 
sides dealt almost entirely with block 
booking. Martin <A. Morrison, former 
member of Congress from Indiana, ap- 
pearing in behalf of,ythe Commission, 
declared that the defendants formed a 
combination in restraint of commerce and 
entered into an agreement in 1914 for 
the selling of a program and service. He 
said the corporation required that those 
obtaining pictures accept “all or none”, 
and that this was with the sole intent to 
destroy competition in first-run pictures. 

Mr. Morrison contended that block 
booking of pictures forces the exhibitor 
to use productions that he does not want. 
He declared that block booking for first- 
run pictures is per se unlawful and that 
this ‘is being practiced by tue combina- 
tion. The attorney referred to a so-called 
“wrecking crew” of the combination 
which, he said, had as its sole duty the 
destruction of competitive theaters, un- 
less they agreed to accept pictures on 
terms dictated. 

He declared that the Famous Players- 
Lasky Corporation is the largest theater 
owner in the world, and in one week in 
the year 1920 more than 6,000 American 
theaters, or one-third of those in the 
United States, showed nothing but Para- 
mount pictures, and about 67 cents of 
every: dollar paid to enter motion pictures 
was to theaters showing these pictures. 
Mr. Morrison said Paramount pictures is 
the result of efforts of the combination to 
control first-run motion pictures. 

Robert T. Swaine, counsel for the Fae 
mous Players-Lasky Corporation, con- 
tended that block booking is solely an 
offer of a group of pictures to an exhibi- 
tor at a lower price rate than for single 
pictures. He declared that the purchase 
of single pictures is allowed at an in- 
crease of about 25 per cent over the 
block figure. 

Mr. Swaine said that it is necessary 
for the Famous Players-Lasky Corpora- 
tion to maintain first-run theaters in 
key cities to maintain the standards and 
Policy of the organization. 

Famous Players, he said, owns 332 
theaters out of 20,000 in the United 
States, mainly in key cities and first-run 
playhouses. Mr. Swaine explained block 
booking on the basis of offering an ex- 
hibitor a group of pictures over qa specific 
period. 

Out of a total of 322 contracts during 
the period 1920 to 1924, he asserted that 
31 contracts were for groups of pic- 
tures, 98 for single productions and the 
remainder on various propositions. Of 
a total of 35,142 films involved in these 
contracts, he said, only 4,359 were for 
Paramount pictures made by the Fa- 
mous Players-Lasky Corporation, and of 
more than 47,000 contracts investigated, 
only 1,741 were block contracts, taking 
ali the pictures offered. 

Mr. Swaine told the commission that 
his interests lost over a million dollars 
in 1923 hru the attempted sale of 
single pictures. He asserted that there 
never has been a time when Famous 
Players acquired control of a single com- 
petitor in the production of films. 

The original 1914 combination of the 
Famous Players-Lasky and Bosworth in- 
terests in 1914 was not a consolidation 
of competitive companies, Swaine said, 
because at that time Lasky had produced 
only one picture and Bosworth none at 
r. Swaine said that Famous Players

Hyatt Starts 
New Tab. Office 


Veteran Producer-Agent Takes 
New Broadway Quarters— 
Plans Expansive Policy 


NEW YORK, Jan. 29.—L. H. Hyatt. 
veteran tabloid producer and agent, an- 
nounced today that his national organ- 
ization, Hyatt’s Booking Exchange, will 
take up its new quarters January 31 in 
the Astor Theater Building, 1531 Broad- 
way, inaugurating with its removal an 
entirely new and expansive policy, which 
is destined to produce a marked effect 
on tabloid producing and booking ac- 
tivity in the East. While both matters 
have no relation whatsoever, Hyatt's 
Plans to revive tabloid activities mn tnis 
part of the country follow in striking 
similarity the prediction voiced in an ar- 
ticle on the Tabloids page of The Bill- 
board three weeks ago. This article was 
concerned chiefly with the plans and de- 
velopments from the tabloid angle of the 
Small & Straussberg Circuit and the new 
producing firm of White & Gordon. 

Engaged in the promotion of tabloids 
since 1905, Hyatt began only several 
years ago to direct his attention to the 
promulgation of this branch of entertain- 
ment in the East. Until several weeks 
ago his extensive organization was af- 
filiated by working agreements with va- 
rious circuits and booking agencies. The 
regime beginning January 31 will be the 
so-called Declaration of Independence of 
the Hyatt interests. In Hyatt’s words, 
“the organization will thereafter be en- 
tirely on its own, transacting its pro- 
ducing and booking business with no tie- 
ups or consolidations of convenience.” 

“We will concentrate our activities,” 
Hyatt continued, “on transfusing new 
blood into the tabloid field. It shall be 
our aim to encourage new producers, since 
with fresh ideas and the enthusiasm 
manifested by those new to this particu- 
lar branch of the show business it will 
alone be possible to carry out the plan 
of a substantial Eastern circuit.” 

In order to produce tabloids a certain 
knack is required, Hyatt explained, and 
in carrying out his policy of fostering 
new produétrs he will be constantly on 
the lookout. for producers possessing those 
qualities which make for success in this 
line. The nucleus for the projected East- 
ern tabloid circuit has already been 
worked out. Hyatt claims that in his or- 
ganization work during the past several 
weeks he has succeeded in lining up 
several large Eastern circuits, which 
will play the firm's shows in most of 
their houses before the end of next month. 
Several of the circuit heads have con- 
sented to replace vaudeville entirely by 


tabloids while others are planning to 
use tabloids exclusively in certain 
houses, alternating tabloid shows with 


vaudeville in others. 

Hyatt claims that since he began work 
on the projected reorganization the 
largest tabloid producers in this city have 
given their assurance of producing shows 
for him. The Hyatt organization will 
handle performers only when such cast- 
ing will be employed directly for filling 
vacant places in shows already playing 
on the circuit. In several weeks he will 
be in the position, he added, to give 
more definite details about his plans.

Sherman announced he 
was communicating with the Louisville 
local informing it of the K.-A. offer 
toward a compromise. 

When the controversy first started and 
the local demanded that three additional 
men be put on the crew, it assigned them 
to the house notwithstanding refusals of 
the local K.-A. manager to accede to its 
demands, and for four weeks paid the 
salaries.

The Council of the Actors’ Equity Asso- 
ciation approved the plan at its regular 
meeting Tuesday, and since then Gillmore 
has submitted the idea to A. L. Erlanger 
and Lee Shubert. These two magnates 
added their endorsement without hesita- 
tion. Other managers will be asked their 
opinions during the next few days. The 
plan must, however, be accepted by a 
general vote of the members of Equity. 
The question will be brought up at the 
next mass meeting, which will probably 
not be held before March, when nomina- 
tion of officers is annually in order. 

As outlined by Gillmore, the proposed 
special performances of hitg only applies 
to legitimate productions, stocks and 
other classes being exempt. If the plan 
should go thru, however, many act6rs in 
stock and repertory companies would 
wish to do their share. Some arrange- 
ment to cover them will be made or it 
will be left to the wishes of the individual 
troupes. 


Two Film Censorship Repeal Bills 
Introduced in N. Y. Legislature 


ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 29—Two bills 
designed to repeal the State motion pic- 
ture censorship law and abolish the mo- 
ton picture commission were introduced 
in the Legislature this week. 

One of the measures was introduced 
by Assemblyman Louis A. Cuvillier, of 
New York City, and provides for the 
repeal of the act to regulate the exhibi- 
tion of motion pictures and creating a 
motion picture commission.

After all the glowing reports from out 
of town, Yours Truly turns out to be 
only an average show for Broadway; 
with a leaning toward the wrong side of 
the average at that. It has plenty of 
hitherto proven talent. It has been 
elaborately set and costumed. But there 
is a devastating weakness in two of the 
essentials to a successful musical show; 
namely, in the material and in the stag- 
ing. the presence of Leon Er- 
rol, ri Ina Williams, Harry 
Kelly, Greek Evans and a troupe of John 
Tiller girls, nor the extravagance of full- 
est value from such leading artists as 
Joseph Urban and Mabel Johnston: can 
keep Yours Truly in competition with the 
current Broadway hits unless the book, 
lyrics and music are materially strength- 
ened and the production brought to prop- 
er accentuation of its high spots 

There have been the same difficulties 
noticeable, deplorably enough, at the 
premiers of more than one production 
turned out by the Ziegfeld organization 
of which Gene Buck has been the right 
arm until his present independent ven- 
ture During their first fortnight in New 
York most of these shows have been 
whipped into the shape they should have 
mecached during their hinterland workout, 

nd Buck’s 17 years of experience may 
yet save Yours Truly in the same way. 

As the show stands at the opening, 
the book does little more than supply 
rolem for the large company, score

contains but one real number (titled 
ymevody Else), the gorgeous embellish- 
r t is considerably lost in clutter d 
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them to do after once s etting them upon 
the stage. Without aid from uthors, 
composer, or staging, the cast is under 
serious handicap 

Even Leon Errol's superlative clown- 
ing needs something to work on. As 
Truly, he is only amusing for himsdlf 
alone, which means for his collapsible 
legs and his ludicrous facial expressions. 
There is hardly a situation, a gag, or a 
lyric capable of lending his assistance. 
Harry Kelly, less famous but also a hith- 
erto sure-fire comedian, hardly gets a 
break thruout the entire show. He is 
even deprived of his traditional whiskers 
and the opportunity of dropping his 
voice excrutiatingly to the depth of his 
boots. Ina Williams is crudely worked 
in as combination foil for Errol and util- 
ity soubret. She perhaps fares better 
than any of the other headliners, there 
being wider scope for her comic antics 
and quaint charms. Her dancing also 
gets over, but her singing does not score 
as strongly as it might, because of its 
similarity in style to that of Marion Har- 
ris, who is, of course, one in a million 
when it comes to balladry and hot stuff. 
But Miss Harris is another of whom 
poor use is made. Altho she is better 
suited to a spot in revue or vaudeville 
because of her lack of experience in read- 
ing lines, she would fit into the meager 
leading role of Yours Truly with as great 
success as she has hitherto enjoyed if a 
few more real numbers were provided 
for her. Somebody Else is the only song 
that gives her a chance. Here the pe- 
culiar and truly remarkable appeal of the 
crooning quality in her voice is’ given 
full opportunity and scores to stop the 
performance cold. 


Jack Squires makes the narcotic squad 
hero as bearable as possible in action 
and reading of stuff-shirt speeches, but 
is at considerably more of a disadvantage 
in singing opposite Miss Harris because 
of his manner of delaying his tone in his 
mouth. Greek Evans is utterly wasted 
in the part of Chang, his opera-trained 
voice being put to three of the most com- 
mon ballads that have ever graced a 
Broadway show. The principal decora- 
tion of the show is left to Irene Dunn, 
who is capable of far more, and to 
Audrey Berry, Geneva Mitchell, Anas- 
tasia Reilly and Hilda Fercuson. The 
last three also contribute dancing of an 
agreeable if not particularly distin- 
guished sort. Theodore Babcock is satis- 
factory in a straight role of a Wall Street 
financier and John Kearney is amusing 
as Mac the policeman. The minor roles 
are filled in a manner up to the usual 
musical comedy standard and_ the 
chorus—well, the chorus is far more 
scintillating than the principals. Mary 
Read has turned out another remarkable 


group of John Tiller girls, always an 
outstanding feature in any show they 
may grace. The supplementary ensem- 


ble is as attractive as one would expect 
from a former Ziegfeld general and 
further shows evidence of Ralph Read- 
er’s ingenious staging of numbers. 

The settings are by Joseph Urban, 
which is sufficient praise unto itself, ex- 
cept to mention that his last scene of 
the Chinese nicht club is one of the most 
exquisite things he has ever turned out. 

The costumes, designed by Mabel 
Johnston, are colorful and theatrically ef- 
fective, yet their beauty is delicate and 
tasteful. 

Buck hae spent plenty of money on 
his first independent musical. That 
much ts evident Further judgment will 
be open to correction after about two 
more weeks of restaging.

For the latest addition to their reper- 
toire Eva Le Gallienne and her Civic 

tepertory Company have taken a tenaer, 
wistful comedy from the Spanish of the 

rras that is utterly simple in plot, 
with no tense situations and few pungent 
lines, but so brimful of emotion, so 
beautifully handled by the cast, that it 
takes its place with Three Sisters as 
this group's best offerings of the season. 

The Cradle Song has the merest thread 
of a story: A community of cloistered 
Dominican nuns one morning finds an 
abandoned waif on the doorsteps of the 
convent. After some short discussion 
among themselves it is decided to harbor 
and rear the child within this nunnery. 
The infant girl is legally adopted by the 
sisters’ doctor. In the second act the 
scene is the same convent 18 years later. 
The waif is now full grown. It is her 
wedding day and the nuns are busy 
completing her trousseau. One sister in 
particular has eared for her devotedly 
thruout the years. As evening ap- 
proaches the girl’s lover comes to the 
convent to claim her. He meets the sis- 
ters and tells them he has come to take 


their “daughter”. In the midst of the 
conversation the bell for prayer sum- 
mons the nuns to their chapel. With 


true devotion tu duty they each bid fare- 
well to their “daughter’’ and solemnly 
march to prayer. The girl’ and her 
sweetheart depart for America and the 
one nun who has cared for her most 
particularly during the 18 years is left 
alone. Overcome by emotion at the 
realization of her loss, she collapses as 
the curtain falls. 


Ensnared by this thread of plot, how- 
ever, are more tender emotions, and the 
reflection of deeper feelings than are 
found in most plays of more complicated 
construction and with more tense situa- 


tions. The one and only appeal! of The 
Cradle Song is emottonal—but_ that 
single appeal is so beautifully strong that 


nothing else is needed. 

In this generally well-acted produc- 
tion Beatrice Terry, as the kindly and 
understanding prioress, gives the most 
finished performance of the evening. She 
has fully grasped all the simple de- 
meanor and wistful aevotion of the char- 
acter and infused it into the role. And 
equally realistic is the caustic, narrow, 
but none-the-less pious, vicaress as 
played by Leona Roberts. Both of these 
actresses have employed a deftness of 
characterization that is only too seldom 
seen. Miss Le Gallienne, as the “par- 
tieular mother” of the waif, gives a 
tender, restrained performance, full of 
the simple emotions that fill these clois- 
tered women. Beatrice de Neergaard is 
well chosen as the fun-loving novice 
“with a streak of the devil’ in her. 

It is a woman's play, there being but 
three male characters in it, and one ot 
these speaks from off stage and is never 
seen. However, whatever little, is done 
by the male side of the cast is done 
well enouch, but it falls far short of 
the perfection shown by Miss Le Gal- 
lienne and her sisters. Egon Brecher as 
the doctor with a penchant for em- 
barrassing the nuns, would be effective 
were he more articulate in his speach. 
In several instances he so swallowed his 
words that the mest of the lines was 
difficult to grasp Hardie Albright, as 
the lover, Impressed one more as a sheik 
with a rood “line” than as one who by 
his ardor and tenderness would im- 
press a group of plous nuns. 

The fact is that Miss Le Gallienne 


deserves 
production and The Cradle Song oniy 
serves to make more permanent her } 
place in the American Theater and 
still even greater hope for her reper- 
tory company. G. E. Calthrop’s settings 
are in keeping with the genera! high 
standards of the piece and fully gra 
the simplicity and beauty of the st ry.

Willard Mack would like to correct tha 
wide-spread impression that his many 
Plays are turned out in over-night sit- 
tings. He went into considerable de- 
tail on the subject during his curtain 
speech at the premiere of Honor se 
Damned, his fourth drama this season, 
and described the months, sometimes 
years, that he spent over his scripts. 
It would seem that he would have been 
wiser to have allowed the impressio 
of a playwright hurried by his prolific- 
ness to stand uncorrected. However, 
the statement of Honor Be Damned 
having been started in 1923 is convincing 
if by no other reason than the play's 
archaic theme and method of handling. 
It might well have been written 25 years 
ago. And it might much better have 
been produced then. 

The shyster criminal lawyer is once 
more portrayed, this time being drawn 
one way by his pals and the other way 
by his mother, sister and sweetheart. 
The first act does little but crudely in- 
troduce the characters, one after the 
other. Melodrama is introduced in the 
second act but stays close enough to 
legitimate drama to be acceptable. In 
the third act, however, the melodrama 
comes into its own worst, the cher!sned 
and guarded sister is wronged by the 
lawyer's pal, the ensuing moralization 
and reformation is as flat as it is in- 
credible, and—well, the public's incorrect 
impression of the duration of Mack's 
labors is not difficult to understand. 

Having written the chief role for him- 
self, Mack weighs out every word and 
the great majority of them are not worth

weighing. In fact, Honor Be Damned 
is terribly talky and annoyingly padded 
with constantly repeated exclamations 


such as “My God,” “Honey,” “My dear,” 
“Oh, damn." ete. The monotony of 
Mack's reading does not help. 

Ruth King makes the best of the 
colorless role of the sister and is quite 


effective in the emotional scenes of the 
third act. She needs to develop more 
strength in her voice. Lizzie McCall 


gives a 
mother, 


natural portrayal of the Irish 
her dfalect and gestures being 
excellent and her timing of lines very 
nearly perfect. Beatrice Banyard is 
vivacious and attractive in a cheap way. 
as she should be in the part of a “girl 
friend”. The badly written role of the 


fiancee, full of stilted speeches, is made 
worse by the too formal delivery and 
awkward movements of Ethel Gray 


Terry. Huron L. Blyden struggles with 
the comedy relief and Carl Gerard, 
George Cleveland and Harry English do 
what they can to make different types 
out of the colorless crooks in the 
lawyer's gang. Thomas F. Tracey man- 
ages to make a bit of a half a dozen 
speeches quite convincing and outstand- 
ing. The best performance, however, is 
given by William Courtleigh, who art- 
fully characterizes a husky gang poll- 
ticlan with fust the degree of shading 
and restraint to avoid the dangers of 
overtones set up by the author. 

The direction is even more old fash- 
joned and tneffective than the play and 
the setting does not seem to fit in with 
the middle-class characters. Dull light- 
ine makes the whole production the more 
trying.

Saturday's Children as presented by 
the Actors’ Theater, under Guthrie Mc- 
Clintic’s direction, is a distinctly worth- 
while addition to the season's comedies. 
It is a plain, homely play, to be sure, 
but neither adjective can detract from 
its appeal, and whatever is lacking in 
its worth as a literary contribution to 
the theater is amply made up for in the 
beauty of its casting and the expertness 
of its direction. 

Maxwell Anderson has taken for his 
theme a youthful couple of meager cir- 
cumstances who marry on $40 a week 
and awake to find their dream of peace 
and happiness almost shattered by the 
limitation of their means and the influ- 
ence of well-meaning, but nevertheless 
conniving, relatives. It is labeled a 
comedy, and comedy lines and laughs 
there are aplenty thru its three acts. 
There is, however, an unmistakable 
tragic obbligato thrvout the®story that 
cannot be lost sight of, and which serves 
to increase its force as a vehicle for 
the theater. 

It is plain that in the writing of the 
piece Anderson was not wholly concerned 
with its classification as a strict comedy. 
He was striving hard and attained a 
clear, true picture of a cross-section of 
American life as well as achieving an 
admirable dramatization of a not uncom- 
mon problem It is only harder to un- 
derstand then why, in an otherwise ex- 
pert piece of reporting. he allowed the 
scene in the second act to creep in where

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father and daughter discuss the ad- 
visability of her having a child as a 
means of tightening the bond with her 
husband. As a piece of reporting it was 
unconvincing and out of place. As a 
piece of drama it might have been force- 
ful and one of the most appealing scenes 
in the play—but it wasnt. The scene 
was used mainly as an opportunity 
for comedy lines on the part of the fa- 
ther that were unreal and only served 
to weaken the construction of the piece 

However, whatever little is lacking in 
Anderson's writing was well taken care 
of by McClintic in his directing and the 
casting. Ruth Gordon as the young wife 
gives a beautiful performance, and, tho 
one is tempted to laugh at her scruples 
and believing, one is equally impressed 
with the tragic note she rings—her in- 
terpretation is tender and admirable. 
Roger Pryor, as her mate, is also con- 
vincing, and if, tho very seldom. he al- 


lows his enthusiasm to carry him off a 
bit, it is easily overlooked in the gen- 
eral high standard of his playing. More 


will undoubtedly be heard from him as 
the seasons roll by. 

It is Ruth Hamond tho, as the schem- 
ing sister of the believing bride, who 
most approaches perfection She has 
far less to do than Miss Gordon, but even 
that actress, artful playing fails to dim 
the effectiveness of her characterization. 
Altho at times her playing was So realis- 
tic as to fill one with a desire to wring 
her neck, nevertheless, she never over- 
stepped her bounds and, after all, evoked 
not a little sympathy 

If, at times. Frederick Perry was une 
convincing it was not his fault, but rather 
with the lines he was given, especially in 
the aforementioned second-act scene, 
Otherwise he gave a smooth likable 
performance. Beulah Bondi could hardly 
have been improved upon as the 35th 
Street landlady. and Richard Barbee and 
Lucia Moore did what little they had to 
do effectively.

Upheaval in Loew’s Personnel 
Goes Into Effect Immediately 


Sweeping Changes Slated for This Week—Promotions, Resignations 
and Retirements Mark Apparent Dissatisfaction Among Officials 
In Campaign for “Good of the Organization” 


NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—With but partial confirmation from officials of the Loew 


Circuit, 


The Billboard learned from reliable sources today that many important 


changes in personnel, which were planned in the last several weeks, will be put 


into effect officially before the end of this week. 


Several of the wide-sweeping 


changes are already the subject of common talk within the Loew organization 


while the gist of others—altho definitely 
decided upon—have not yet been divulged 
to those most concerned. What is gen- 
erally regarded as the keystone of the 
sudden house cleaning fostered by 
Nicholas M. Schenck, first vice-president 
and general manager, is what is referred 
to as the resignation and complete retire- 
ment from the Loew Circuit of Howard 
McCoy, for the last several years the 
Southern district manager with head- 
quarters in Atlanta. McCny will be 
formally informed of the consent of the 


Loew Circuit to his resignation today. 
Lionel H. Keene, assistant to E. A. 
Schiller, second vice-president, was to 


have left yesterday to take over McCoy's 
work. 

An analysis of the changes and with- 
drawals already made and slated re- 
veals that the upheaval in personnel re- 
flects equally on the satisfaction Loew 
officials find with certain employees in 
the East as on the apparent disapproval 
of the progress made by certain sectors 
of the circuit in the Southern territory. 
As an indication that the personnel 
changes projected by Schenck are more 
of an internal character, the sole addi- 
tion to the circuit from the “outside” is 
that of Edward Sullivan, formerly with 
the Orpheum Circuit, who replaces W. A. 
Finney as manager of the State Theater, 
Memphis. Finney, in turn, has one of 
the stellar roles in the change next in 
importance to the McCoy resignation. 
Finney will shortly take formal charge of 
the three Loew houses in Baltimore, the 
Century, Valencia and Parkway theaters. 
He succeeds Herchel Stuart, who, accord- 
ing to report, resigned last week. 

William A. Downes, manager of the 
State Theater, Newark, will switch his 
activities shortly to the Loew executive 
offices, where a position has been created 
for him as assistant to Samuel A. Mein- 
hold, one of the ranking executives. 
Charles Phillips, formerly assistant man- 
ager of the State Theater, of this city, 
started last week at the State, Newark, 
and will formally take over Downes’ 
reins in several days. The Newark as- 
signment is considered a plum among 
Eastern Loew managers and the appoint- 
ment of Phillips is being met with gen- 
eral satisfaction, this chap having made 


an extremely favorable impression among 
his colleagues during his circuit of the 
executir posts in local houses. 

Sidney Gates, manager of the Gates 
Theater, Norfolk, the first stand on the 
Loew Southern road show tour, completes 
the trio i Stuart and McCoy, of those 
figuratively swept out of the Loew or- 
ganization in the trail of Schenck’s 
pre tur pring house cleaning. Gates 
has not yet been replaced. Other house

During their partnership Cantor and 
Brandell developed a motion picture 
project for the production of a series of 
two-reel pictures, which were made with 
vaudevillians playing the feature parts.

A cleanup in favor of the pay-or-play 
contract is in the offing as a result of 
decision to adhere to this form by the 
two new agencies. 

The Unity agency in incorporated in 
New York State, with George M. King, 
general manager; Sidney Rheingold, 
booking manager, and Ben Bernard, club 
manager. A silent partner in the project 
is not divulged. King is well known 
aloffg Broadway. He was New York 
manager of the Bert Levey Circuit for 
three years and for four years previou 
to that was a partner of Jean Bedini. 
Since leaving the Levey interests he ha 
devoted himself to booking acts of his 
own and to preparations for his booking 
agency. 

Rheingold has been with the Jack 
Linder office for nearly four years. He 
started as an office boy and worked him- 
self up to a desk behind the books, han- 
dling Linder’s one and two-night stands 
Bernard, who has been in vaudeville for 
more than 15 years, recently severed 
partnership with Noah Ferris, who will 
continue the same act they did together 
with Harry Ellis, a new partner. 

A number of independent vaudevill 
houses have already been obtained and 
negotiations are on for others, King an- 
nounced. Among them are the Palestin 
Theater, downtown New York; Has- 
brouck Heights Theater, Hasbrouck

Pointing out that he believed present- 
day conditions waranted the use of the 
pay-or-p/ay contract, King exhibited a 
copy ‘of the form he would use which 
contains a clause covering this feature, 
giving either artiste or manager recourse 
in case of breach by either party.

That is the sum and substance of the visit of Gerald L. G. Samson, prom- 


inent London 


impresario, arrived Tuesday for a three weeks’ 


scouting expedi- 


tion, in which a modicum of pleasure must necessarily be injected. 


“london is hungry for good stage en- 
tertainment,” said Mr. Samson. “Ameri- 
an artistes are supplying the cream of 
the worth-while stagings, and the most 
ttractive feature of this work is the 
nersonality and novelty exhibited in 
eyervthing they offer. Not only do 
American artistes know their business 
but they put it over the footlights with 
that pep and snap that Londoners tnjoy. 

“\s T view the situation, native talent 
is too much inclined to hold onto that 
conservatism so prevalent in other direc- 
tions and the result is that your per- 

rs have brought a new era into 
London theatricals by their novel and 
eratiating style of presentation. Do 
not misunderstand me, however, when I 
say that, but it is mainly because of this 
state of affairs that I am making my 
first visit to America. 

“When I speak of London, I mean, of 
course, England and the provinces, for 
milar conditions prevail all over the 
ountry. Too many of our native per- 
formers seem to think that what pleased 

lienaes years ago is good enough 
for the present day. They are all wrong 
nd the popularity of the American ar- 
tist proving this continually. It is 
y business to gauge the sentiment of 
udeville audiences and it is my opinion 
at novelty and personality—with the 
emphasis on novelty—is what London is 
demanding, and it is also my business to 
see that it gets that. 

“I have come to New York in that 
spirit of what you call ‘from Missouri,’ 
ind [ know what I am looking for and 
what I want to be shown. This week I 
have watched one or two Broadway 
shows and I have been verye@much im- 
pressed with the excellence of the stag- 
ings and their effectiveness. The work 
f the chorus is marvelous; {ft is all 
typically American and I want such 
presentations for London. It is because 
of this finesse that American productions 
ind. American performers are popular. 
London must have personality, pep and 
snap—and they are going to get it—if 
my mission is to be successful. 

“I must hurry back to London, as I 
ave several big projects under way, but 
if [can make the desired connections by 
Staying a little over my three-week pro- 
gram, then it will be time well spent. 
“Let me make my position clear. I 
ant novelties with that tinge of Ameri- 
in personality that has drawn London 
side. I know what the English 
neces want and I want to give them 
The American artiste is in demand 
n y country, and if he or she can 
easure up to that standard, then I am

Two Sun Houses 


Lafayette, Buffalo: Strand, Niag- 
ara Falls, N. Y., Change 
Control 


NEW YORK, Jan. 31—The Gus Sun 
Circuit is losing two of its vaudeville 
houses, one the best on its time, and the 
Pantages interests get them as the re- 
sult of a change of booking connections 
for the Lafayette, Buffalo, and the 
Strand, Niagara Falls, N. Y. 

The Lafayette is a crack house, one 
of the best in Buffalo, seating 3,400. 
Pantages first show enters the stand the 
week of February 27, following from 
Newark. The subsequent week, March 6, 
the same Pan. road show goes into the 
Niagara Falls stand. a 2,500-Seat house 
operated by A. C. Hayman. Pantages 
formerly had this house. It booked it 
for about two years and then lost it to 
Sun for 16 weeks. The house was in- 
volved in considerable trouble with the 
stagehands and musicians at the time, 
but the dispute since has been settled. 

The two new houses make up for the 
deficit in the route caused by Pantages’ 
exit from the Universal houses, the Al- 
hambra, Milwaukee, and the America, 
Denver, as a result of conflict and book- 
ing interference between Pantages and 
Universal's managers. This week’s shows 
are the last in these two stands, which 
will revert to presentations. 

Ed G. Milne, New York representative 
of the Pan. interests, who makes these 
announcements, stated that the com- 
plexion concerning the new Candler, in 
Atlanta, a Universal, which, under an 
agreement entered into some time ago, 
will play Pantages acts, has not changed. 
When the house opens about April 1 it 
will play the Pan. road shows on their 
return from the West, Milne declared. 

Queried concerning reported negotia- 
tions by Alexander Pantages personally 
to acquire the El Capitan Theater, Holly- 
wood, for vaudeville, Milne stated he had 
received no information from the West 
in confirmation of such a proposed move. 


William A. Haynes 
Joining Loew Forces 


BUFFALO, Jan. 31.—Coincident with 
the announcement that the Lafayette 
Theater has switched its bookings from 
the Gus Sun Circuit to Pantages, comes 
word that William A. Haynes, manager 
and director of the Lafayette, has re- 
signed to go with the Loew organization 
as manager of one of the Loew houses in 
the South.

the Maisonneuvre, Dominion and King 
Edward. The last named trio of houses 
are continuing to operate, altho the en- 
tertainment policy is being confined to 
straight pictures. The alterations are be- 
ing made in the interim between closing 
and opening hours daily. 

Coutts, altho confined to his bed, has 
been in constant touch with the Montreal 
situation since the first news dispatches 
of the disastrous Laurier Palace panio 
reached here. He opined that altho the 
panic is having a deleterious effect on 
the vaudeville situation in Montreal, it 
will not be long before the reaction will 
set in. “Montreal, for a city its size, is 
the biggest theater municipality on the 
continent,” he explained, “and it is al- 
most certain that the public will soon 
come to realize that—with certain mat- 
ters taken into consideration—the Lauri- 
er Palace fire and resuiting panic was a 
circumstance controlled more by fate 
than physical conditions of the house.” 

The setback to a certain extent by the 
temporary loss of the four Lawand 
stands in Montreal, the Coutts organiza- 
tion has not been backward in adding 
stands to its chain in other parts of the 
United States and Canada. Since the 
Laurier Palace panic three additional 
split-week houses were placed on the 
Coutts books. Last week negotiations 
were completed for the booking of last- 
half vaudeville into the Palace Theater, 
Pen Argyl, Pa. The new policy 
will be inaugurated at the Palace begin- 
ning February 2. The addition of the 
house will complete a week's work for 
one of the Coutts “road shows’, which 
hereafter will play the Palace as the 
first stand and continuing into Newton, 
N. J.; Warwick, N. Y., and Washington. 
The Newton date is for two days while 
the Warwick and Washington houses are 
one-nighters.

Kitty Doner Shadowing Vesta Tilley 


With Kitty Doner’s name adorning the electric lights at the Riverside 
Theater last week, I was reminded of one of my happy moments in vaude- 
ville. Three or four years ago I told Nellie Doner—Kitty’s mother—that I thought 
Kitty was the modern edition of Vesta Tilley, the immaculately dressed male 
impersonator and one of the brightest stars that ever twinkled in the British music 
hall firmament. I will never forget the light that shone in that mother’s eyes 
when I made that remark, which was uttered in all sincerity. Nellie Doner 
worked with Vesta Tilley for several years in England and the fond mother told 
me how much she appreciated such comment 

Nellie—who will be remembered by oldtimers as of the team of Joe and 
Nellie Doner—has gone to her reward, but Kitty still upholds my opinion of 
that day. 


My Biggest Laugh in Vaudeville 


Stories are reaching me of the personal success of Babe Ruth in vaudeville 
in the West, and this brings to recollection one of the funniest sayings I ever 
heard in the two-a-day houses. I believe, too, I have listened—with more or 
less interest—to almost every joke peddled or sold in vaudeville in more than 
a generation. Several years ago, when Babe Ruth was making his initial tour 
in vaudeville, he had for partner and mentor Wellington Cross, who had undertaken 
avite a task in putting the Bambino over the footlights, yet he did so very satis- 
factorily. On his appearance at the Palace, Cleveland, there came one of those 

«ments of suspense when one doesn’t know just what to do. Catching the gap 
ke a real showman, “Duke” said to the audience: “This is Babe Ruth (pointing 
to the champion batter) ; my name is Cross. I thought maybe some of you might 
mistake me for him.” What a riot that caused! It tickled the congregation so 
effectively that the laughs could be heard on the sidewalk. But that’s “Duke” 
Cross’ way of doing things when that “hole” in the act comes along. 


Jim McWilliams and the Scotch Bellhop

run across this successful funster, ask him to tell you of his experience with the 
Scotch bellhop he met in Aberdeen on his first vaudeville tour thru Scotland. It's 
funny and if Jim could get some of that material into his stage frolic—and the 
way he tells a good story, too—he would have them lying out in the aisles.

Resurrecting the Mother-in-Law Joke 


Who said the mother-in-law joke was dead in vaudeville? Well, he’s dead wrong 
and I can prove it right in this city of the sophisticates. The young man who tells 
me the story has a perfect batting average for veracity.

Originally planned for 10 people, How- 
ard's latest revuette proves adequate with 
tke veteran composer and producer as 
toaster of ceremonies and songster and 
four girls and three boys as specialty 
steppers. The act is not pretentious— 
and most likely is not intended to be— 
but it should get over in the most ais- 
criminating houses on the sheer applause- 
pulling power of the individual bits—let 
aicne Howard's renown flourishing since 
the last generation. When reviewed the 
patrons knew Howard and handed him a 
tribute of fanfare even before the pro- 
ceedings were started. 

Joe opens with a little Pollyanna falk, 
tells a hoar-covered nifty and ushers in 
a sweet little miss for an acrobatic bit.

Fea Getting New Lease of Life 


James Thornton was one of America’s 
famous songwriters 29 years ago when he 
wrote When You Were Sweet Sixteen. 
Prior to that date Thornton had been 
writing songs for a long time and has 

i produced hundreds of numbers, including 
When Summer Comes Again, My Sweet- 
heart's the Man in the Moon, It Don’t 
Vd Seem Like the Same Old Smile and She 
1% May Have Seen Better Days 
? Thornton never fancied ragtime or jazz, 
i hence when these styles came intqg vogue 
he took a back seat and watched the 
} parade. Nevertheless, he continued to 
write heart-interest ballads and comedy 
numbers and at present has approximate- 
ly 100 unpublished manuscripts. From 
time to time he offers some of them in 
his vaudeville act. 

Thornton may not be as well known to 
the present generation as some of the 
jazz composers of the day, but When You 

; Were Sweet Sixteen still sells and is 
becoming popular for the second time, 
while hundreds of sensational hits of five, 
10 and 15 years ago are dead and for- 
gotten. Concert and radio artists have 
‘taken it up and created a demand for the 
sheet music. 

The late Bonnie Thornton, Jim’s first 
wife and vaudeville partner, was respon- 
sible for When You Were Sweet Sixteen. 
While pouting one day she told Jim she 
didn’t believe he loved her any more, 

“IT love you the same today as I did 
when you were sweet sixteen,” he re- 
plied, and then wrote a song around the 
title. The song became an international 
hit, and last October when the copyright 
expired Thornton recopyrighted it and 
regained possession of the number and 
transferred it to Shapiro, Bernstein & 
Company, Inc. The song first was pub- 
lished by M. Witmark & Son. Louis 
Bernstein always liked it personally and 
thinks it is one of the few real ballads

Lauritz Melchior, tenor of the Metroe- 
politan, gave a song recital in Aeolian 
Hall Tuesday evening, January 25, before 
an audience small in number. Those who 
like singing that is loud would have been 
pleased with the artist’s presentation of 
the program, as, except in the Schubert 
group, each song was given with the 
utmost volume, and in doing this beauty 
of tone was sacrificed entirely. Five 
Schubert songs were the highlights of 
the evening, altho in these the singer did 
not always sing evenly, and at times the 
tones were tight. Kurt Ruhrseitz, at the 
piano, gave excellent accompaniments, 
but these would have been much more 
effective had he eliminated his eccentric 
mannerisms. 


Fritz Reiner made his second appear- 
ance as guest conductor with the Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra at the concert in 
Carnegie Hall Thursday evening, Janu- 
ary 27, with a program which included 
Weber's Oberon overture, Beethoven's 
Fourth Symphony, Debussy’s LaMer and 
selections from Die Meistersinger. Mr. 
Reiner failed to obtain from the Phil- 
harmonic players the support necessary 
for a commendable interpretation of the 
symphony, as it seemed each man was 
working independently of the others and, 
furthermore, the tempo made the come 
position dull and heavy. There was some 
improvement in the Debussy number, but 
on the whole the concert was decidedly 
disappointing, and altho Mr. Reiner was 
warmly greeted upon his first appearance 
on the platform the applause became 
little more than lukewarm before the 
program was completed. 


Chicago Civic Opera Ends 
Most Successful Season 


The 1926-27 season of the Chicago 
Civic Opera Company in the Auditorium, 
Chicago, will’ go down as one of the most 
successful that organization has ever 
had. Kighty-three performances were 
given and the great majority were sell- 
outs. This success was due in a large 
measure to the efficient methods used in 
selling opera to the people of Chicago, 
which resulted in a large subscription 
sale of season tickets, which helped 
materially in making the seat sale the 
largest in the history of the opera. The 
season had one world premiere, that of 
Cadman's A Witch of Salem, and interest 
was also attached to the presentation of 
Tiefland in English, also the new Honne- 
ger opera, Judith, in which Mary Garden 
created the name part. Then there was 
ilso the revival of Resurrection, with 
Miss Garden again in the role which she 
created last season. The company, at 
the conclusion of its last Chicago per- 
formance, on January 29, immediately 
started on the tour which, as stated in 
these columns was underwritten for 
$1,162,500 and which will take it from 
New England to Texas and as far west 
as Kansas, and will close in Akron, O., 
where for the first time that city will 
have grand opera by one of the most 
noted opera organizations of the present 
day.

Hurtig & Seamon Cancel Contracts 
Of 125th St. House and “Mr. Buttler” 


Sim Williams’ I!Iness,Causes Withdrawal of His “Uncle Tom and 
Little Eva” Company—Dave Marion Debilitated— 
Cannot See Way Clear To Continue on Circuit 


NEW YORK, Jan. 29.—Hurtig & Seamon, for many vears past progressive 
producers of burlesque on the Columbia Circuit, are evidently losing confidence 
in the circuit, for, having already canceled their booking of What Price Gloru? and 
My Girl, they now announce the eancellation of their Mr. Battling Buttler at the 
expiration of its week’s engagement in Pittsburgh. 


Three flops in one season on the circuit 
have brought this weli-known and here- 
tofore successful firm of franchise-hold- 
ing producing managers to a realization 
that it doesn’t pay to continue on a cir- 
cult on which their presentations fail to 
draw profitable patronage. 

They also announce the cancellation 
of their 125th Street Theater booking of 
Columbia Circuit companies, and a 
change in its policy to burlesque stock 
company presentations, beginning Feb- 
ruary 6. 

Hurtig & Seamon’s 125th Street Theater 
has been the Harlem home of Columbia 
Circuit shows for years, and its cancella- 
tion as a Columbia Circuit house will, in 
all probability, have far reaching effect, 
for it may influence theater owners in 
other cities to emulate Hurtig & Seae 
mon’s example as soon as existing cone 
tracts for Columbia Circuit shows expire. 

The Columbia Amusement Company 
has never hesitated to drop an unprofit- 
able house on the circuit, and owners of 
theaters in many cities may retaliate by 
doing likewise with Columbia Circuit 
shows failing to draw profitable patron- 
age to their theaters. 

Several theater owners have already 
expressed their dissatisfaction at the 
present policy of the Columbia Amuse- 
ment Company in sandwiching dramas 
between burlesque shows, dramas that 
have been seen by local playgoers at 
lower prices in near-by dramatic stock 
houses. 

This condition is especially applicable 
to Paterson, N. J., where Billy (Beef 
Trust) Watson, owner and operator of 
the Lyceum Theater, is now presenting 
vaudeville and pictures, dle to the fact 
that the National Art Players and other 
equally well-known high-class dramatic 
stock companies previously presented all 
the dramas obtainable, including those 
that the C. A. C. has saddled onto 
“Beef Trust’ Orpheum Theater this sea- 
son. 

Having seen the same plays presented 
by all Equity actors, “Beef Trust” pat- 
rons, for the most part affiliated with 
unionized labor, did not relish seeing the 
same play by non-Equity, referred to oft- 
times as non-unionized actors, at higher 
prices, consequently the Orpheum has 
dropped from its former big gross re- 
ceipts to as low as $4,000 gross on the 
week. 

In direct competition to the Orpheum 
is the Majestic Theater, managed by 
Charles Edwards, presenting Mutual 
Circuit shows at lower prices, and carry- 
ing the endorsement of unionized labor. 

Similar conditions may prevail in other 
cities in which Columbia and Mutual are 
competitors, 


Sim Williams Sequestered 
Enthused over the prospect of a 34- 
week season on the Columbia Circuit, 


Sin Williams, an old-time franchise- 
holding producing manager of Columbia 
Circuit shows, spent the greater part of 
is money, time and labor during the 


sur 


mer obtaining equipment for the pro- 
duction, and a thoroly competent company 
for his presentation of Uncle Tom and 
Littla Eva, as a new type of attraction, 
but the burlesque fans failed to re pond, 
and his financial losses undermined his 
health, until he was finally foreed to re- 
tire, leaving the management of his show 
in the hands of others, with the usual 
result, failure on their part to make it 
sufficiently profitable to warrant its con- 
tinuance on the circuit, and the cancella- 
tion goes into effect next week at. New 
Haven, Conn. 


Dave Marion’s Distress 

After what he claimed was his final 
retirement from burlesque, season before 
last, Dave Marion was inveigled into 
coming onto the Columbia Circuit again 
this season with franchise-operating 
rights for the Sliding Billy Watson Show 
and Dave Marion’s Own Show, with 
Marion in- his famous characterization 
of “Snuffy, the Cabman”, in his own 
show. 

Dave’s strenuous efforts in the produc- 
tion and presentation of his shows, sup- 
plemented by his aid in the production of 
Tommy (Bozo) Snyder’s new show later 
in the season, undermined his health until 
he became debilitated, when he arranged 
with the powers that be of the C. A. C. 
to retire from active participation in his 
own show on the promise that he would 
be acceptable as counselor-in-chief to 
Subtle Sam, with executive office on the 
third floor of the Columbia Theater 
Building, but all the worldly wisdom of 
Marion did not prevent someone dealing 
the cards unseen by Marion from the bot- 
tom of the deck by an S O S to L. 
Lawrence Weber to accept the Marion 
coveted position of counselor-in-chief. 
Weber's apparent acceptance left Marion 
with a justifiable grievance that resulted 
in his distress becoming sufficient to war- 
rant his final retirement January 8 at 
Pittsburgh. 


Marion’s retirement from active par- 


ticipation in the show in all probability 
means his final retirement from  bur- 
lesque, for it is inconceivable that Marion 
can be inveigled into another alliance 
with the Columbia after its treatment 
of him this season. 

Prior to the opening of the season the 
Columbia experienced considerable dif- 
ficulty in securing a sufficient number of 
producers to operate shows on the cir- 
cuit until their heralded return of Marion 
tended to a restoration of confidence in 
the Columbia. 


Shows Closed This Season 

It would require a better mathematician 
than us to figure out the actual number 
of shows and theaters that opened and 
closed and were replaced by others on 
the Columbia Circuit this season. Suffice 
it to say that the season opened with 34 
shows. 

With the closing of Mr. Battling 
Buttler and Uncle Tom and Eva, the cir- 
cuit will have but 29 shows remaining on 
the circuit. Actions speak louder than 
words. From a circuit of 36 shows the 
Columbia will be down to 29 the week 
of January 7. 


Press Propaganda 

The Columbia Amusement Company 
has issued an advance notice to the press 
that Hurtig & Seamon will build a new 
theater at 181st street and St. Nicholas 
avenue, this city, for the presentation of 
Columbia Circuit shows next season. In- 
quiry among realtors in that section of 
the city elicited a laugh. One prominent 
theatrical realtor said: “Anyone at all 
familiar with theatricals, especially in 
this section of the city, must know that 
land values have soared during the past 
three years far beyond the reach of prac- 
tical burlesquers, for it would entail the 
investment of a million dollars, and pres- 
ent-day burlesque patronage does not 
warrant the investment.” Therefore, we 
are inclined to the belief that the Colum- 
bia is doing its best to bolster up its 
fast failing circuit with unwarranted 
press propaganda. 


Current Comment---By Nelse 


NEW YORK, Jan. 29.—Subsequent to 
the news article that appeared in The 
Billboard last week, referring to the ar- 
rest made at a buriesque stock company 
theater on 125th street and Lexington 
avenue, The Herald-Tribune, of Thurs- 
day, carried an article, viz: 


“COURT ATTENDS ‘JAZZ BABIES’ 
BEFORE PASSING ON PROPRIETY 


“Magistrate Renaud and the staff of 
the Harlem Court attended a special per- 
formance of Jazz Babies at the New 125th 
Street Theater vesterday morning ‘to 
judge whether the charges against the 
show were true. 

“Magistrate Renaud said he would de- 
cide tomorrow. Four men and a woman, 
one of the men the assistant manager 
and the others members of the cast, were 
arrested Friday night.” 

“Laff that off,” say we, for we have 
been asked innumerable times why we 
never review the pre entations at that 
house, and our invariable reply is: Bur- 
lesque stock companits, being a neigh- 
borhood attraction, it only requires one 
visit of patrons to decide for themselves 
if the presentations are to their liking 
or not. If in our personal opinion, based 


upon information and belief, the presen- 
tations are indecent, we keep away from 
the particular theater, for the reason that 
we would be recognized on our entry, and 
all indecency would be eliminated for that 
particular performance on the theory that 
seeing is believing, and that we would 
commend the company’s presentation for 
its cleanliness, whereas all other presen- 
totions, other than those reviewed by us, 
would be sufficiently indecent to warrant 
arrest. 

While Magistrate Renaud and the staff 
of the Harlem Court may fall for a special 
performance that would please the most 
critical of Puritans, the performers will 
continue to “laff it off’ on Columbia 
Corner, and tell reputable theatrical jour- 
nalists that they fear neither them or 
their reviews as long as one or more 
city court judges are stockholders in the 
realty corporation in control of the 125th 
Street Theater and another theater pre- 
senting the same type of presentation. 

The Baumes Law is having its effect 
on habitual criminals, guilty of repeated 
felonies.

“The Last Trail’ 
(Fox) 


Film: 


Another incredulous Western in which 
all the movie characteristics since the day 
this hybrid of the screen was really 
young have again been daubed over the 
old and time-worn canvas of the silver 
sheet A Western, as this one also 
proves, would never be a Western were 
it not inconsistent almost in toto. Broad 
mesas, treacherous valleys, dusty trails, 
fantastic bandits, six-shooting heroes im- 
pervious to whizzing lead, pretty heroines 
with white necks and silk stockings and 
horses, lusty of lung, always running at 
top speed—all these have gone into the 
making of The Last Trail. 

Tom Mix. who once punched cattle, 
ought to know in spite of directors, that 
Westerners never try to make racing 
autos out of their horses, and fragile- 
like women like Carmelita Geraghty, 
dressed in Sunday-go-to-meetin’ fashion, 
were not to be found in towns like Car- 
son, Nev., locale of the picture, in the old 
days when The Last Trail was supposed 
to have taken place. In those days or- 
dinary buckaroos didn't wear dress gloves 
as Mix does either, nor did shacks have 
concrete sidewalks out to the dusty road. 

These Tom Mix anomalies of the West 
pack the theaters, however, in the 
thousands of little towns all over the 
country. This particular so-called West- 
ern is much better than the average, its 
liberties to the contrary notwithstanding.

Originality of theme, skill of direction, 
characterization and ability of acting are 
more or less lacking in Man Bait, a mil- 
lion-dollar box-office title, by the way, 
but the film, in spite of all these common 
shortcomings of the P. D. C. program, is 
not difficult to take. It moves along 
sprightly, has a fair measure of comedy 
situations, is well gagtitled, and touches 
upon the sort of story the average movie- 
goer expects, telling with more ado than 
necessary the tale of a shopgirl and 
dance-hall instructress who moves from 
penury to wealth in the usual way. 

The story presents a somewhat unex- 
pected twist, as it veers in the direction 
of two possible heroes. A young college 
lad, fallen madly in love with her, starts 


the complications, which end in the girl's 
marriage to his brother instead Ken- 
neth Thomson and Douglas Fairbanks, 
Jr., the latter the collegiate, play the 
parts of the brothers, while Marie 
Prevost is seen as the vivacious dance- 
hall girl.

The second of the Harold Lloyd pic- 
tures under Paramount release is far 
better than the first, far funnier and 
more original in its gags. There is a 
wealth of comedy situations. new in na- 
ture, with unique twists, that have been 
worked up in meticulous but not ob- 
trusive detail. 

As the “kid brother” of a rural family, 
whose head is the town sheriff and the 
two elder brothers are as virile as the 
“kid” is fragile, the begoggled Lloyd 
cuts a typical and ludicrous picture. He 
is the sort that fears the wind that 
blows, and is looked upon by his father 
and brothers as a proud stockman might 
look upon the “runt” of his herd. Be- 
cause the “kid” cuts up in characteristic 
fashion, fails to keep his place and gen- 
erally ires his older brothers and dad, 
he is constantly on the run to avoid their 
approaches When a medicine show 
comes to town, and its pretty dancer al- 
lows the “kid to press his attentions. 
further complications set in. The biggest 
laugh of the picture carries it toward 
its finish when the “kid brother” pur- 
sues the “medicine men” to an aban- 
doned ship to recover money they had 
stolen from his father’s house. His ef- 
forts to retrieve the money are heavily 
freighted, but not in a weighty sense, 
with the essentials of comedy that bring 
the laughs from deep in the diaphragm. 
Hardly one hackneyed stunt or gag for 
the sake of a laugh can be found in the 
new Lloyd opus. 

Jobyna Ralston, Walter James, Leo 
Willis, Olin Francis and others are in 
the supporting cast. The Kid Brother, 
which must be booked by all enterpris- 
ing exhibitors, was made from an orig- 
inal story and directed by Ted Wilde 

As outstanding a laugh feature of nov- 
elty as Chaplin's “dance with the bread 
rolis” in The Gold Rush is the sight of 
a monkey walking about in a man's 
shoes in this latest Lloyd picture.

“Paradise for Two” 
(Paramount) 


A poor supporting cast for: Richard 
Dix, silly situations and story more 
weak than strong characterizes Paradise 
for Two, a film the title of which is 
both enigmatic and misleading. To mis- 
lead, however, is the object of most 
titles in the modern movie realm. 

Dix is seen as a man of misogynistic 
inclinations, who in spite of his efforts 
to remain the celibate, falls like the 
Tower of Babel when the one in a mil- 
lion crosses his path. Like Achilles, of 
the vulnerable heel, he slipped. The 
story gains its impetus from the effete 
expedient of the necessity of the young 
man to be married within a given time 
in order to inherit lucre A stenog- 
rapher. avid for a stage career, is em- 
ployed to act the part of his wife 
Thereby hangs the love interest. farce 
and banality of Paradise for Two. Dix 
handles himself half-heartedly in the 
cumbersome part allotted him and re- 
ceives no support whatever from his 
cast excepting Edmund Brees¢ 

Captions, on the whole. are common- 
place. which is true also of the direc- 
tion by Gregory La Cava. This director 
has done much better on previous occa- 
sions, but a director, like a carpenter, 
needs the proper tools to turn out the 
proper kind of a job. La Cava has 
proven he knows how to use good tools 

A beautifully mounted. artistic and 
entertaining presentation up until the 
approach of the finish. entitled Chinese 
Jade and put on by John Murray Ander- 
son, becomes three-a-day vaudeville in 
its final episode by the introduction of 
the Six Pashas. an acrobatic troupe. 
They are good acrobats. indeed, but are 
entirely malapropos for the type of 
presentation Chinese Jade is, being of a 
fanciful, artistic nature. All Mr. Ander- 
son would have needed to inculcate the 
proper atmosphere of his revue after the 
Pashas came on would be a _ stage 
sprinkled with sawdust. All that goes 
before their entrance needs just the 
atmosphere he has created. It is com- 
mendable that acrobats should find work

Hardly anyone goes to a theater in 
which a notorious play is on exhibition 
without knowing pretty well what man- 
ner of entertainment is in store. This 
newspaper has long boasted of its cir- 
culation in the American home, where ail 
the family, whether consciously interested 
in the story of this trial or not, can 
scarcely avoid having its details brought 
to their attention. ‘ 

Well, the story of the trial is news. It 
is a matter in which the public is in- 
terested and which is being fully covered 
by all the other newspapers of the city. 

Certainly that is true, but the other 
newspapers while doing so are not ham- 
mering the mayor to do something or 
other to the theater for actions less 
culpable than its own. 


U SS. Approaches Stage Standards

What for the Actor Who Lives Up to Ideals? 

A good many of the people who are 
complaining of the state of the stage to- 
Gay think the aator ought to do some- 
thing about it. The actors have been 
thinking about what they could do and 
what it would mean if they did, and 
Frank McGlynn, talking to the Catholic 
Actors’ Guild at the Hotel Roosevelt, on 
January 23, told them how he had fig- 
ured it out. 

“The trouble is,” he said, “that the 
public doesn’t care in the least about 
the actor. The actor who has the moral 
Strength to resist the indecent tendency 
of the stage receives no moral support. 
The stage of America is rich in material- 
ism, but not in spiritualism. There 
should be a national organization to cul- 
tivate’ spiritualism and to bring to the 
public an appreciation of its existence.”

Chorus Equity Assn. 


Thirty-three members joined Chorus 
Equity Association last week. 

We are holding checks in settlement of 
claims for William Perloff, Rudolph 
Wackelin and Andrew Forrest. 

During your rehearsal period a Cho- 
rus Equity representative will call to 
check the company as to standing. When 
we find members who are not paid up 
we immediately take care of this by hav- 
ing them sign an I. O. U. for the amount 
cwed, this to be deducted from your 
second full week's salary and forwarded 
to the Chorus Equity headquarters by 
your company manager. Then as a re- 
ceipt for your money the manager will 
give you this I. O. U. Hold this until 
you receive your card from Equity. Re- 
member it is a temporary receipt and 
will help us to help you in the event of 
disputes along these lines. 

For instance, a manager sent us a 
check covering all but two people on 
the list, who, he said, had left the 
company. Also on the list we found 
that one girl had paid her dues before 
the money had been deducted. On dis- 
covering this we immediately refunded 
the money to her, figuring this was paid 
twice. In the meantime she had shown 
her manager her paid-up Equity card 
and he refunded her money. Later we 
found that he had really deducted this 
amount from the salary of one of the 
girls who had left the company and he 
had forgotten all about it and so she 
was never credited with having paid. 
But she held this important I. O. U. slip 
that she had signed during rehearsals, 
which was her only means of proving 
she had paid her dues. Never pay your 
dues to anyone without receiving a ree 
ceipt of some sort. 


Read your contract. Be sure you 
know what it means. Do not allow the 
manager to make any changes in your 
contract. If there is anything in the 
contract other than the printed matter, 
excepting, of course, the name of the 
manager, the name of the chorus mem- 
ber, the name of the production, the date 
of opening and salary, consult your as- 
sociation before signing. This is impor- 
tant. 

If you are leaving the business for a 
year or more, don't forget to ask for 
a withdrawal card, provided you are paid 
up at the time. Holding this card, 
should you return to the profession at 
the expiration of one year, you would 
pay only the current dues. Returning 
at any time prior to the expiration of 
one year you would pay dues from the 
date of your withdrawal.

Because indica- 
tions pointed to an early settlement the 
International Alliance did not issue a 
road call. 


A ROAD CALL has been issued 
against the Park Theater, Toronto, Ont., 
effective January 231, as a result of fric- 
tion between both stagehands and musi- 
cians and the house’s management. Un- 
der the working agreement in existence 
in Toronto no notice is necessary, it is 
understood. 


REPRESENTATIVE KROUSE of the 
Alliance has been assigned to Lansford, 
Pa., to investigate the dispute between 
the Carbon County local, No. 638, and 
the Victory Theater over the number of 
men required for this house when it plays 
vaudeville acts. Under its policy an oc- 
casional act is booked to augment the 
film programs. The contract, which 
brought about the controversy, stipulates 
that when an act runs more than 10 
minutes a crew of three men is required 
instead of two The manager contends, 
altho he signed the contract last fall, that 
this is irregular and not workable. 


IN HIS REPORT concerning the con- 
dition of affairs in Fort Myers, Fla., 
Representative Raoul of the I. A. states 
everything has been settled satisfactorily 
between the local union and managers. 
None of the members of the Fort Myers 
local were ever members of the Alliance 
before, according to Raoul. He pointed 
out the case of a stage employee in a 
new house where no contract existed 
walking out suddenly, almost losing this 
house in the efforts of the Fort Myers 
local to organize the town 100 per cent.

Winnipeg To Have 
New Fair Plant 


WINNIPEG, Can., Jan. 28.—Winnipeg 
is to have an exhibition plant bigger and 
more elaborate than any in Canada, save 
ouly that of the National Exhibition in 
Toronto, and when it is completed it is 
the intention to hold an annual show. 

The agitation for a revival of the once 
noted Winnipeg exhibition has been going 
on for some time. At first there was 
considerable opposition on the ground 
that it would interfere with the Western 
Canadian Exhibition and Summer Fair 
at Brandon. 

But Winnipeg business men decided 
that this ‘city, the third largest in Can- 
ada, should no longer be without a suin- 
mer fair worthy of its size and impor- 
tance. 

Report of the special committee recom- 
mends the erection of the fair plant, 
which in some ways will be more modern 
even than its Toronto competitor. That 
the city council will agree to the plans is 
@ practical certainty and the work of 
building will probably commence in the 
spring. It is expected the first fair in 
the new plant will be held in 1928. In 
the meantime Winnipeg will this year 
hold the usual summer carnival of one 
week's duration. 


Wis. Fair To Celebrate 
Anniversary of City 


MINERAL POINT. Wis., Jan. 26. — 
‘Ihe Southwestern Wisconsin Fair here 
next fall will have a double significance 
for Mineral Point, in that a celebration 
of the 100th anniversary of the city will 
be included in fair festivities.

Thousands Working 


In American Parks 


Despite Heavy Personnels and 
Casts Only Slight Increase in 
Prices Made in Many Years 


It would be interesting to know really 
just how many persons gain their liveli- 
hood. or a part of it at anv rate. from 
operation of pleasure parks. Included 
in are not only employees of the 
parks alone, but of performer both in 
their theaters and the the 
and others 

Then there are to be as 
well employees of the makers of devices, 
for all are more or less dependent upon 
the success of the park business for their 
own living, well as attaches of the 
concessions, and so on 

And it must not be forgotten that if it 
were not for the thousands of parks in 
this country, manufacturers and dealers 
of drinks and refreshments would find 
their receipts far lighter than they are 
today. 

The thousands of dollars that are paid 
out by parks in salaries and for the sup- 
port of organizations which are closely 
allied, would be no inconsiderable fortune 
if it were possible to compile. 

There is another fact concerning the 
park business that certainly is of real 
interest to park men and the public 
alike, and that is that while costs of 
other lines of amusement, far as the 
itself is directly concerned, have 
advanced at a great rate, there have been 
but slight advances, comparatively, in the 
cost of park entertainment. 

Park men from year to year have added 
to their equipment and amusements at no 
incénsiderable cost. They have improved 
their buildings in every conceivable way, 
and do from year to year, yet they 
ingly have been able to entertain the 
public and still reap reasonable profits 
without greatly increasing the price at 
which to sell their product. 

Just one instance is that of the merry- 
go-round. The price of a ride has been 
a nickel for these many years of park 
business Yet every time a new ride of 
this description is installed it is at an 
increased price the park man—but 
the price invariably remains at the same 
old nickel of our own youthful days. 

As a matter of fact there are few rides 
that run over 10 cents. It is true a num- 
ber go to 20 cents, yet for the greater 
part the price stands at 5 cents, and 
plenty of business is done. 

Park men realize that at the lowest 
possible price the business will bring re- 
turns far quicker than higher prices, 
recognizing that the masses of entertain- 
ment or thrill seekers will pay the small- 
er price four tin to the high price, 
thus giving them a return that generally 
Pays out their investment in a reason- 
able period. 

The very nature of the business and 
the advances made from year to year de- 
mand heavier investments, yet park men 
seem able to get along without increasing 
costs too greatly. 

Manufacturers of devices, as a rule, are 
liberal in their when supplying 
rides and other park attractions, and lean

there must be every reasonable indu 
ment to hold business thru the warmer 
periods of the season 


Swimming pools are rapidly becoming 
a necessary adjunct of the summer park, 
and they are now included in many of 


the better parks, and, while capacity 
often limited, yet they too must be right 
up to the minute in every particular in 
order to secure and hold patronage. 

Referring again to rides—the y are per- 
haps the most popular features of park 
operation, and practically every year 
there is something new for the park man- 
ager to consider. Devices which may 
have been extremely popular in former 
seasons are displaced for something new, 
which of course means new expense. 

New rides or devices sometimes prove 
failures in some parks, which means they 
are a dead loss to some one, and, per- 
haps, also prove a financial setback to the 
park owner In fact there are endless 
chances the park man must take, mean- 
ing investments that are certainly big 
risks, yet the park business moves brave- 
ly on, with the knowledge that owners 
must get theirs within a very few months 
or lose a lot of money in the same length 
of time. 

Yet the percentage of park men who 
ao not take chances is very small when 
compared with the number of parks in 
operation It is a fact, too, that even 
where there is no opposition in the park 
business, costs to the public are very 
seldom any higher than where the oppo- 
sition is strong. The park manager 
practically in every section knows that 
an increase of great proportions es- 
pecially spells death to the enterprise. So 
he has learned that reasonable profits, or 
profits in proportion to what his park will 
stand in the way of improvements and 
new installation, must not be excessive. 

The park business, far from being 
threatened with extermination, | seems 
brighter from year to year—weather 
really being the only fear—but even this 
possibility will not warrant an increase 
in the cost of entertainment for public 

To know just how many persons are 
employed in connection with parks, that 
is, how many are dependent upon parks 
in every way for a livelihood, would in- 
deed prove interesting, just as would 
figures showing how many dollars are 
thrown into the park hopper in every way 
each year. Figures from both angles 
would doubtless surprise and place the 
business close to the top in the class of 
industry. 

The park business, if present indica- 
tions are to be accepted, is in for a far 
greater season than in any previous year, 
and work in many sections is now, or will 
be within a very short period, well under 
way, where improvements ‘are contem- 
plated or where new parks have been 
planned, and many hundreds of employees 
and attaches will be numbered among the 
additions to the payrolls of the park men. 

Yet practically the same prices for the 
entertainment which have prevailed in 
the past will prevail in the months and 
years to come, doubtless. 

Again, it takes a brave and stout heart 
to invest in the park business—and there 
are certainly many brave-hearted in- 
vestors.

How Fairs Are Booked 


By MORRIS MILLER 


While in Suffolk, at the Virginia fair 
meeting, I was approached by several 
presidents and secretaries of fairs in re- 
gard to playing their fairs, and I asked 
them what they wanted, and, when the 
price was given to me, I flatly told them 
that IT was not interested. 

I think I am about the only carnival 
owner that really made money at the 
Suffolk meeting, for I know that mediocre 
fairs were offered at $4,500, and they 
wanted $1,000 down on signing the con- 
tract, $1,000 in May, $1,000 in June and 
$1,000 in July; that is, they wanted 
$3.000 down for their fairs before they 
even spent a cent in getting ready. They 
wanted to be sure to have a fair, and 
wanted the wise carnival owner to finance 
their fairs. They would not have to pay 
out one cent of their own money to finance 
the fair. Their entire fairground would 
not bring that amount of money at a 
sale. 

Another thing on fairs in this Eastern 
country is that there are two certain fair 
secretaries in the Carolina circuit, who, 
when you talk to them about their fairs, 
want you to pay them $500 bonus for 
their contract before they will sign, and 
there has always been some wise carnival 
owner that has come across with that 
amount each year. This year has 
been no exception, for the first one that 
lays the $500 in their mitts gets the con- 


tract. This is not simply talk, as T can 
prove every word I have said, and if 
necessary I will state names over my 


signature. I know positively that certain 
showmen are going around offering and 
have offered and have signed to pay from 
$6,000 to $8,500 for fairs at which they 
cannot gross over $8,000 if they had the 
tingling & Barnum Show there 

What is the result? The poor boob 
concessionaire is the fall guy for the high- 
price fairs When they come around to 
buy space, the manager of the carnival 
says: Seven dollars per foot here, $10 
a foot here, $12 a foot here, and all on 


the line, and they don’t give a rap whether 
the concessionaire works or not. It's 
simply a game—give me your money, I 
have to give my money up, and I don't 
care how you get it, so you get it, so 1 
get my money for the space. I think 
when the concessionaire wakes up some 
of these days at those high-price fairs, 
the carnival owner will be looking for a 
new bank-roll guy, or give someone a 
bill of sale for his junk, to get out of 
town. I think the real remedy lies with 
the concessionaire, and if he will stay 
away from these high-price fairs there 
will be some loud wailing by the wise 
carnival owners, 


Now as to agents—that is general 
agents. I know of two general agents 


who promise the fairs anything at all in 
order to get a contract; don't give a rap 
if the show they are representing makes 
good the promises, as long as they hand 
in a contract to their employer. That 
should be discouraged, and not try and 
patch up the committee or fair secretary 
after the show gets in to town, and blame 
the agent for it, for as long as the car- 
nival owner encourages the agent to make 
wild promises, just as long will they 
do so. 

I have before me letters from six fair 
secretaries, saying ‘they would not do 
with that or this agent, as he 
has continually lied for the last five years.

Now as far as the remedy for getting 
these carnival owners tagether in this 
astern country, there is no chance in the 
world, for I don't think any two carnival 
owners in the Eastern section would keep 
their word, from the largest to the small- 
est, and that goes for any of them. The 
only way to make them keep their word 
is to make each of them deposit $1,000 
and put it in an organization, and the 
first one to break his word is to forfeit 
his $1,000 


I have not said half I would like to say 
to some of them right to their faces.

Broadway Takes Steps 
To Clean Stage 


(Continued from page 5) 

is felt to be most promising by the 
three or four people who have heard 
it outlined, is one that proposes censor- 
ship thru arbitration, the court of jus- 
tice which has been growing so popular 
of late and has so far proven 80 satis- 
factory in the settlement of differences 
of opinion both in the theater and in all 
fields even to questions of international 
importance between countries. The cen- 
sorship-arb'tration plan has been de- 
volved by Noble Braden of the American 
Arbitration Association and John W. 
Searles of Equity. 

This plan, made public for the first 
time exclusively thru the columns of The 
Billboard, calls for a board of five, com- 
posed of one disinterested manager, one 
disinterested actor, one disinterested 
dramatist and two distinterested laymen 
to represent the general public, to be 
empaneled for an arbitration hearing on 
any play against which a reasonable 
number of complaints and protests have 
been made. Such an arbitration weu:a 
differ from the present play-jury system 
in that it would afford all sides to be 
actually heard, and with such a board of 
arbiters as outlined would bring judg- 
ment from authoritative represenatives of 
all fields concerned. 

As tentatively drawn up by Braden 
and Searles, the plan would call for a 
written agreement between the managers, 
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Equity and the Dramatists’ Guild to 
abide by any decision of the censorship- 
arbitration board. A panel of 25 man- 
agers, 25 dramatists and 25 actors would 
be selected respectively by the three 
groups and an additional panel of 50 
of the country’s most prominent laymen 
would be selected by some civic au- 
thority such as the district attorney or 
Mayor of New York, or the Governor 
of the State. These 125 would be made 
acceptable to all concerned in the plan. 
When a reasonable number of complaints 
and protests had been filed against a 
show +o give evidence of some degree of 
public disagreement as to its place on 
the stage, the method now used in call- 
ing out the citizens’ play jury, the civic 
authorities would draw a dramatist, a 
manager, an actor and two laymen from 
the 125 on the panel. These would be 
sent to secretly view the play in ques- 
tion and called to sit in arbitration on 
the case. Here anothér difference from 
the play jury system would come in 
the producer of the play being called to 
show cause for the continuation of his 
production, the author, the director and 
the cast being also called, and the dis- 
trict attorney further issuing subpoenas 
to such number of people as he may care 
to select from those who have fled 
letters of complaint or protest. In th's 
way, it is felt by the originators of the 
plan, justice of defense would be af- 
forded to the accused, who may save 
thousands of dollars involved, and the 
accusers would have opportunity of per- 
sonally putting forth their objections and 
opinions of the play in question. Both 
sides could thus present their case and 
a fair discussion of all interests could 
be heard by the neutral board of ar- 
biters. 

The supporters of this plan further 
contend that there would be far less 
public dissatisfaction in a decision rene 
dered by such a board as, for example, 
Owen Davis as judge picked from the 
dramatists in a case over a play in 
which he had no part in the writing, 
Winthrop Ames picked from the man- 
agers and having no connection with the 
production in question, John Drew picked 
from the actors and Gearge Eastman, of 
the Eastman kodak firm, and John 
Wanamaker, of dry-goods fame, picked 
from the general public as men of affairs 
known to have the best interests of the 
people at heart. The opinion of such 
well and widely known men would be 
acceptable to the general masses, it is 
declared, while the opinion of the people 
on the present citizens’ play jury panel, 
selected f-om circles of society, art and 
culture that are not so widely known to 
the average man, means little on the 
whole to the public. 

The meeting Wednesday afternoon will 
have all this put before it, as well as 
various other ways and means of public 
censorship in preference to undesirable 
political rule. The delegates will try to 
settle on one plan as the best and will 
then report back to their respective 
groups. The actors and the dramatists 
are already soundly organized, of course, 
and the meeting of managers last Fri- 
day gave the strongest indication so far 
of a reuniting of the various factions 
among the producers. 

Richard Herndon sent out the call for 
that meeting to all of the 78 producing 
managers operating in New York. Either 
in person or thru proxy 76 of the 78 
were represented and voting before the 
meeting was adjourned. There were 41 
persons actually present, but many of 
these carried proxy for one or more 
managers besides casting their own vote 
Among those who spoke from the floor 
during the meeting. which was held at 
the Hotel Astor and lasted for two and a
